The 
room features a mural created by our 
own Mike Rank, a talented artist, who is 
responsible for many of the artful dis- 
plays you see around the libraries. The 
room is bright and cheerful, just the 
place for a happy morning of creating 
art projects.

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Taking the Library Directly to the Residents— 
Fountaindale Bookmobile Services 


he Fountaindale Library District has been 
implementing actions resulting from long 
range planning efforts and discussions 
with area residents in focus groups. As I 
commented in a previous issue of this publica- 
tion, “the library has a strong foundation upon 
which to expand current programs and new 
services.” 
Several new 
services and 
facilities were 
implemented as 
a result of the 
focus group 
discussions— 
homebound 
library services, 
allocation of 
space in the 
buildings for 
special area for 
young adults, 
computer 
instruction 
training rooms and the activity room in 
Romeoville. 
Other suggestions received must be phased-in 
over a longer time period due to the lack of readily 
available space in the buildings. Discussions of 
major remodeling projects and building expan- 
sion continue to be a long range goal of the library 
in the years to come to meet the growing popu- 
lation of the district and to provide additional 
space for future library services. 


The Library Board has selected an alternative 
strategy to expand library services by introducing 
bookmobile services later this year. At the 
February meeting of the Board of Trustees, a 
contract was awarded to Matthews Specialty 
Vehicles company for the production of a 32’ 
bookmobile. This bookmobile will be used as a 
mobile branch 
taking library 
services directly 
to the residents. 
Brightly and 
artistically 
painted, the 
bookmobile will 
be very visible in 
the neighbor- 
hoods and 
population 
centers in the 
community. 
The bookmobile 
will have 
regularly 
scheduled stops at schools, park district facilities 
and village recreation centers, nursing homes, 
senior centers, preschools, and neighborhoods. 
New library users will be able to obtain library 
cards on the bookmobile and leave the mobile 
branch with materials of their choice. Equipped 
with com-puters to access the database of library 
holdings in the main buildings, users will have 
access to a collection of more than 5,000 on the 
mobile (cont'd on page 2)

library including books, audio and video cassettes, 
and other library materials. Titles not available 
on the bookmobile, can be placed on reserve and 
delivered at another time. Multiple computer 
connections will also allow the library to imple- 
ment computer instruction programs in the 
future. The bookmobile will also be equipped with 
a lift to assist patrons who are disabled and are 
unable to climb stairs. 

Bookmobile and other outreach services are 
predicted to be more important than ever in this 
new century. As people become busier and the 
populations grows older, the way the library does 
business must adapt to changes in lifestyles, 
including findings ways to provide direct services 
to reach children and adults who are unable to

There are 
twenty-six bookmobiles in operation today in 22 
communities in Illinois. Residents in cities 
ranging in population from Chicago, Aurora, 
Palatine, Arlington Heights, Skokie, Orland Park, 
Tinley Park and Frankfort are well served by their 
bookmobiles. Fountaindale expects to join the 
growing list of libraries which provide these direct 
and convenient services. 

In conclusion, the Board of Trustees and staff 
firmly believe providing bookmobile services to 
the residents furthers the mission of the Library 


parents can do to build the knowl- 
edge and skills required for learn- 
ing to read.” This success in 
learning to read translates to 
overall success in school by in- 
creasing vocabulary development, 
writing skills, and conceptual 
growth. 

It is especially important for 
school age youth to read and be 
read to during the summer months. 
The American Library Association 
states that “summer reading 
clubs...have been shown to be the 
most important factor in avoiding 
the decline in reading skills educa- 
tors refer to as ‘summer reading 
loss.’”

Being an 
avid reader as a teen promotes 
solid academic achievement
